Supreme Court. 

(Before the Full Bench.) 

Wednesday, May 28. 
The supremo court sat yesterday to 
hear the motion of Mr. Tlieo. Davio, 
counsel for the priaoiuir, to del.iy the ex- 
«outioD of Edward Luinou fur oaa calen- 
dttx month to euablu counsel tiaie to show 
that;.the jury that convicted him of murder 
■was not a legal jury. 

Mr. Theo. Davie appeared in support 
of the motion. 

The attorney penorul, at the opeiiinK, 
questioned the power of thu court to iii- 
terpoae in this case, it being beyond the 
authority of any judge or court in this 
iprovince, purely a matter for the execu- 
tive of Oaiiada. The only remedy for the 
unfortunitto man was 11113' lenionoy the ex- 
ecutive of Canadii iiiifjht axorcisu in the 
case. Holding theao viowa he could not, 
with any coiiaistohcy , appeur bofoce the 
court. He was present now as a mark of 
respecit to their lordships, and would now 
withdraw as he could nut recognize the 
power of the judges to intorpoeo. 

In reply to Mr. Justice (iray, tlio Rt- 
torney poucral siiid that hia lordship hiid 
received an iiitiiiiatioii by tulogniph that 
the soiiteiico would bu carried out. 

Mr. Justice Cruitso — Tlio telegram 
might be wrong. The wurd "not" might 
have been omitted by the operator. 

The Chief Juaticu — Even editors of 
newspapers aometimea du the same thing. 
(Laughter.) 

The Chief Justice said ho quite ap- 
proved of the course of the attorney gen- 
eral in nut appearing. He had grave 
S'o1it>£8|^bim8elf in the matter and had 
therefore referred it to the full court. If 
there was nothing in the point the judges 
■would not interfere. In any case, save 
one of life or death, ho would be disposed 
to treat the attorney general's objection 
inauriuountable. He did nut think the court 
had powar to interfere; but if it should 
turn out that the court had it would never 
do to hang the man for want of a proper 
eiamin.'ition of the case. 

Mr. Justice Crease said he had grave 
doubts as to the powers of the court. 

Mr. Justice Gray said there were ma- 
terial points to bo considered. The chief 
justice had aubmittod certain points to 
the depiirtiueiit, iif justice at Ottawa, re- 
specting Luinon'.s case, and had [jointed 
out that the verdict should have been one 
of unauslauyliter iuHteud uf murder. To 
these objections there had been no an- 
swer and he (Mr. Justice Gray) was dis- 
posed to take the responsibility of post- 
poning the execution whether the court 
had the power or not. If there was a 
doubt as to the Jurors' Act the argument 
should bo heard. To h.^\ng a man on a 
telegram was not coiisiatont with the pro- 
per administration of justice. 

The chief justice said he did not think 
the point respecting the Jurors' Act had 
been brought to the notice of the Douiiu- 
ion qovernment. 

Mr. Justice Grease said he did not ob- 
ject to hear the argument; on the con- 
trary he -wished to give the matter the 
fullest hearing. 

Hon. Attorney General hero withdrew, 
declining to bo present during the pro- 
ceedings. 

Mr. Tlioo. Davie then opened the case 
in support of tho motion, contending that 
the Jurors' Act, so far as it refers to .cri- 
minal caacs, was unconstitutional. 

Tho Chief Justice — If you show us that 
tho act ia unconstitutional we will,find a. 
way to dol.ay tho e.\:cuution. 

Mr. Davie then proceeded to show that 
under tho Dlst section B. N. A. Act, the 
power of dealing with matters of procc- 
'flure was' vested in the Domiiiioti and it 
■was evident that tho local legislatures have 
no jurisdiction in tho matter of jurors. 
Ho quoted aulhurity in Hup[iort of the 
contention that the power was e.xpreasly 
denied to provincea by tho Imperial 
Act. 

Mr. Justice Gray said the framera of 
tho B. N. A. Act aimed at uniformity of 
procedure; without that if one province 
may select a jury in one way another pro- 
vince might select in' another way. Tho 
point of tho argument i.i that the provinco 
'has no power to deal with jurors in crimi- 
nal cases . 

Mr. Davie quoted the decision in case 
of tho Queen vs. Hodge in support of his 
argument. Section 44 B. N. A. Act did 
not delegate to the province tho power it 
had taken in pasMing this act. 

The Chief Justice — Worse than that. 
The section undertakes to repeal any oz- 
fatihg jury law. 



Mr. I'heo. Davia said there was never 
any jurors' act in oxiateiico in this pro- 
vince before the paBsago of this ac;. 

Mr. Justice Crease said that the Domin- 
ion legislature could not abdicate func- 
tions which were aucurod to tliuui by ono 
section and denied to the province by an- 
other. 

Mr. Davie continued hia argunfent at 
some length ([uotin;; from the cases of 
Iteg. v». Hodge, 7 Ontario appeal reports 
S. C. In tho Privy Council lieg, vs. 
Burch, L. K. 3 app. cases. Ho attacked 
the jutlguient of Uaggarty and Armour 
in the case of Ueg. vs. O'Rourko, 1 On- 
tario repctrtSi a)i beiagrakiBDiQDd and drew 
attention also to tho fact that, O'Eourke'a 
case was only a decision of (he c6urt of 
Grst- inatanoe and not of the court of ap- 
peal. Tho sum of i;i>e argument of the 
learned counsel was, that the regulation 
and suminonirg of jurors in criminal cases 
was a matter of procedure, luid that legis- 
lation in matters of criininal procedure 
was by the B. N. A. Act, 1807,8. 1)1, s. s. 
15, oicluaivoly vested in tho t'edorul par- 
liament and that local |)arliaiiu'ntM were 
prohibited from inturferiuf* in theao imit- 
tera. That section -l-l of the Cniiada i'ro- 
ceduro Act, 18(i9, which onucla thai every 
person qualitied and summoned as a grand 
juror, or as a petit juror in criminal casus 
according to the law in force in any pro- 
vinco of Canada shall bo and bo hold to be 
duly qualified to serve om euch juror in 
that provinco .vhelher audi laws wore 
passed before or bo i)asaed after the com- 
ing into force of tlio British North Am- 
erica Act, ISCO, subject always to any 
provision in any act uf parliainunt of Can- 
ada, and in so far as such laws are not in- 
consiatont with any suck act is intoiuled 
only to apply to laws passed prior to con- 
federation, when tho province was autono- 
mous; that to hold thu section to purport 
toauthoriiie the passage of such laws by tlui 
provinco since coiiftidor.itioii was to do 
claro its unconstitutionality as tho Im- 
perial Act distinctly said tli.it the local 
legialatures ahould not have tho power. 
Moreover to so hold was to admit the 
power of delegation in a manner not 
countenanced by any decision and that 
ccnsoquontly the prisoner wan in Ihusams 
position herons if there had been no jury 
111 tho case. Mr. Davie then addressed 
himself to the po^ver of the court to deal 
with this question upon certiorari, quot- 
ing Archbold's crown practice, p. 200 and 
201, Bacon ab. Tit error A, 1 and Coke's 
3rd Just. p. 331, to show that whilst writ 
of error was the general and in most cases 
the only mode of taking advantage of 
errors in procedure, yet tlio whole matter 
might be ([uashod upon writ of certiorari 
whore the tribunal waa cvruiii uoil Jiulici: 
and its proceedings coiuequontly void. 
Here writ of error was nut applicable as 
the objection now raised was extrinsic to 
the record and would not necessarily ap- 
pear upon Iho return ton writ of error. 
Tha case of Bank of .\iistralia va. Willan, 
L. R. 5, V. C 417, was quoted to show 
that certiorari was the proper course and 
that the supreme court of a colony has 
power to award the writ. 

The chief justice aaid he believed the 
constitutional point in this case had never 
been brought up before. 

Mr. Davie auid it had never arisen or 
been considered in :uiy way. 

The chief justice s^id he and his brother 
judges would coti.Hider the matter and 
make known their decision to-inorrow at 
11 o'clock.

THE ORIENTAL IMNK SUSPEN- 

SIUiV. 

English papers with details and refloc- 
tiona upon the failure uf the Oriontiil Bunlx 
kave come to hand. Tlie fuiluro ia quitu 
aa disaatrous as was stated by the tele- 
graph. It appears that the depreaaion in 
the value of the bank's shares nas been in 
progress for aomo years, but it ia quite 
lately that it liaa aasuraed the alarming 
proportions which have f;one far to bring 
about the tinal craali. Tho capital of the 
bank was £1,500,000, in full paid aharea 
of £26. To each of theao aharus u further 
contingent liability of £25 was attached. 
Latterly on tho Stock Exchange 4A was 
the best price at which buainos-i in the 
aharea could bo done. It ia scarcely seven 
years ago siticu thoaa shares stood at a 
premium of almost cent, per cent. There 
have been uuuiy tiuctuatiuna in the iuter- 
ral. lu 1879 the shares fell to 12^, but 
they rose to par before the year was at an 
•nd. Beyond this point they have never 
siuco gone, and thoy havo frequently boon 
I'onaidured beloiv it, but never so far be- 
low aa the recent quotations havo nhown. 
The dirootors' project for the reconstruc- 
tion of llio Bank's capital gave an upward 
fillip for a time; but the advance was soon 
lost, and the downward tendency of the 
shares has prevailed. But that busineea 
could bu done lately at uvon 4^ ia 
proof that the BaiiU's busponsioii, though 
always possible, was not looked upon aa 
imminent. We make no question that 
the course followed liaa been wise and in 
agreement with tho requironienta of tho 
case. The explanation offered for it ia 
ample. But wo fear tho loss will fall in 
great part on a class of persona by whom 
it will bo severely fult. Tho depositors 
will probably be safe. Tho clear million 
and a half for which the shareholders are 
liable ought, together with the Bank's 
asseta, to bs a auflicieiit guarantee for 
this. Tho ahaiehuldora svill bu in worao 
plight. Lose thoy must, and lose hoavily, 
by the depreciation their property haa 
»uifered, and by the final stroke which haa 
brought their business to a close, and has 
inrolved them in the costs and risks of a 
liquidation in which the debts will be cer- 
tain and the asseta of somewhat doubtful 
value. Tlio Tiniea aayti that tho ruin of 
so fine and so well estahliahud a business aa 
the Oriental Bank has been in ita beat 
days haa been due to something more than 
accident. Accidents there hr.ro been of 
late, and they havo come, unhappily, juat 
at a time when a bank haa been least cap- 
able of meeting them. But there havR 
been niiatakea alao on tho directors' part, 
not singular by any moans, but largely 
shared by other liouaea. It was u disas- 
trous speculation in Chilian .bonds which 
gave the first serious blow to the bank's 
credit. These bonds were sold by tho 
bank in 1879, at tho very moment the 
price was loweat, just after a naval de- 
feat whi^h Chili had sustained. This mis- 
fortune was followed a couple of years af- 
terwards by an unlucky speculation in sil- 
ver. A monetary conference had been 
called at Paris to doviao moana for restor- 
ing tho value uf silver. Mr. Cioschen wna 
preaont at it, and the bitnetallists were in 
good hope that the resolutions of tho moot- 
ing would bo in their favor. Tho delu- 
sion, as it proved to be, seemed to have 
been shared by the directors of the Orien- 
tal Bank. Thoy bought silver largely and 
bonds payable in silver coinage, and they 
havo had to face tho cunae()uenco of their 
jniatake. 'J'hoso faults of judgment have 
been aggravated in their reaults by the 
long continued depression in Oriental 
trade. With coffee at ita preaont price 
tlie bank's Ceylon estates are unaaleable; 
the fall in sugar has done injury to tho 
property in Mauritius; and the coat of the 
bank'a holdings in these two islands is 
more than equal to its whole paid up 
capital. In addition to all this there have 
been frauds on tho bank and outside fail- 
ures from which it haa suilered. The mis- 
chief thus caused has been intensified by 
distrust as to its financial soundness. The 
withdrawal of an account or the demand 
for the repayment of a deposit must bo 
met at once. If there are not available 
assets for meeting it there is no room for 
choice in tho matter. Tho businesa must 
come to a standstdl as the buainess of the 
Oriental Bank has done. Tho preaaure 
haa been sharp but wo are glad to think 
it ia no necessary index as to the extent 
of the ultimate loss. 



DYNAM I'll; Its PLOTS EX- 
POSED. 

Alleged Startlinff Disclosures of 
Fruslmtcd Plans in Toronto. 

A Toronto dispatch of the 13th inat. 
to a Chicago paper saya: Staitling dis- 
cloBures were maUo to-day regarding the 
alleged dynamite plot and discovery of ex- 
plosives in the Parliament buildings re- 
cently. It is said dynamite was found 
some time ago at Ottawa, Montreal and 
Niagra Falls, alao a plot to aeaaasinato tho 
Governor-Genoral. Last January §2500 
was voted from the emergency fund in 
New York to carry on the dynamite in- 
dustry in Canada, and three men were em- 
ployed to e-tplode it in public buildings. 
One of the trio is now dying of con- 
sumption in Troy, N. Y. , and tho others 
are atill in Canada. The one detailed to 
work in Toronto did very little, but the 
others were constantly shadowing detec- 
tives in Ottawa and drinking with them. 
All three had plans of tho armoriea, the 
custom house, tho Parliament buildings, 
Government House and the post office 
hero. Their names are Neabitt, O'Hare 
and Mullane, the firat one named being 
the one who ia dying in Troy. Ho had 
been a acgeant in the United States ar- 
tillery, and on March 17 his uniform and 
some dynamite wore found in a aatchel at 
Niagra Falls. Two air guns with which to 
shoot the Governor-General were found on 
tho promises of a man named O'Brien, in 
Ottawa, omployod on the Ottawa ifc Occi- 
dental railway. He applied for a situation 
at the Government house, but the plot was 
discovered and he skipped to avoid arrest. 
A plot to throw vitrol in the face of tho 
Priaceas Louise whun here failed. This 
emergency In-othorhood is conuiiuuistio in 
its principluH, and has lirancln'S in Toronto, 
Ottawa, Montreal and other places. Two 
constables and a detective hero are said to 
members.

Having otTered a substantial sub- 
scription himself Sir Samuel Baker severe- 
ly criticiaes the government who, ho ror 
marks, will be entitled to the kudos of a 
precedent established for the first time in 
the British realm — that a British repre- 
sentative and envoy shall be abandoned to 
his futo without an attempt for his relief, 
but that ho shall bo rescued by tho arras 
of the British people, supported by their 
pursen. The time has come, ho says; the 
crisis has arrived; in a few days Berber 
will have fallen and all communications 
with Khartoum will be intercepted — a re- 
sults which, ho says, will be entirely due 
to tho Bupiuencaa and neglect of the Brit- 
ish government.

hia part. Ho could not suppose that it 
hud been with the sanction, or oven tho 
knowledge, of hia oaunsel that the plain- 
tilFhad adoptd a proceeding so improper, 
ill-adviaed and foolish in the extreme. 
There wa3 nothing so likely to prejudice a 
judge against a suitor as finding him 
adopting such a course. It was the first 
timu that anything of tho sort had oc- 
curred since hia accession to the Bench, 
and, lie trusted, it would be the last. 

Tho rec-jption which Mr. Fortier mot 
with must have been anything but what 
ho would have liked, but it was such aa 
ho justly deserved, for so imprudent a 
step as was taken by him, and while ho no 
d(Hibt felt thu full force of tho chill, tho 
learned judge was also very much insult- 
ed at ho audacious a proposal. It haa 
been, and it ia to be hoped will conlinuo 
to b-,i, the proud boast of Canada that her 
judges are above suapioion. — Winnipeg 
Free Pregi. 



DELAYED DISPATCHES 

EASTERN STATES. 
S't. Lofi.s, May 27. — VVlien tho case of 
i'renticu Toller, the express robbor, waa 
culled Ih the criminal court this lunniiiig, 
his attorneys pioiiouiiced thoinielves as 
ready to proceed. The indictment waa 
then read to the prisoner and he wns 
asked to plead. To the aatonislunent oi 
the court. Teller aniwurod without a iiio- 
inent'a hesitation, "liuilty, your honor." 
There waa a soiiaation succeeding this, 
but presently Judge Van Wagoner turned 
iu hjs chair, ordered tlie prisoner to stand 
up, and sentenced him to five years im- 
prisonment in tho penitentiary. This is 
tho full penalty of the law for grand lar- 
ceny.

Washinuto-V, May 23. — Korr, in his 
testimony before the Springer committee 
to-day, said it aeemed that Kellogg hud 
gone about new.ipaper ofBces And talked 
about him. He had boon infurincd that 
ho (Lv(dlogg) told a certain corrospoiidunt 
that ho would, or ought to take a shot 
gun and blow out his (Kerr's) brains. "I 
want to say right hero," aaid tho witness, 
"that if Kellogg wants that kind of aatis- 
faclinn, if he will let me know the time 
and )ilaco I shall be there, and if he wants 
thut kind of Hatiafaclion, ho may have it. 
My character has never been assailed.' 

PiTisiiuuc, Peiin., M.ay 27. — Tho di 
rectora ot the defunct bank this morning' 
took posaoasion of the individual book ac- 
counts of tho concern, and up to one 
o'clock had struck some dovulopments 
which promise to showf why tho socoiid 
cnllapjio came ho Buddoiily. Thuro is 
among tho uccounla ono of tho linn of D. 
Wilson & Co., which shows over-chock- 
ing to the amount of 840,000. No such 
firm is known in this city, and such a per- 
son represents the accounts of a number 
of purai'iiii lately openiting on the wrong 
side of tho nil market who had boon al- 
lowed to draw to tho o.-ctout niunod. The 
directcjr who furiiiahed tho information 
states further that tho account of a prom- 
inent oil dealer ia oYerdrawa $9'7,000, 
Those two accounta overdraft $137,000, 
87000 in excess of the entire capital and 
surplus of tho bank. 'I'ho directors have 
appointed a committee to employ experts 
to go over tho books and roport as 
speedily aa possible.

A LiOiitlon Tliundci* Storm. 

On Monday afternoon a thuudor atorm of 
imuBual severity and diuation broke over 
the metropolis. The early part of the day 
was bright, warm and .suuiniorliko, but 
shortly after one in tho aftoruoou, tho sky 
became overcast. A few minutes before 
two o^clock there was a tremendous clap of 
thunder, evidently in the west, and for 
fully an hour there was a succession of 
vivid flashes of lightning. The rain, mean- 
while, came down in torrents, so heavy, in- 
deed, that it ran down the channels outside 
the kerb-stones in Ludgate-bill with great 
force, while in Fleet-street, the Strand, and 
other great thoroughfares sheet.s of water 
lay teiiiporarily outside the footways. The 
Ihuuderstonu was followed by bright suu- 
«hine, which la.sted up to liJO o'clock, but 
thereafter, during the evening, tho sky was 
again overcast and the weather luolied 
Ihreatouiug. 

lu the neighborhoods of Loughborough 
Caniborwell and Brixton the greatest alarm 
was caused to the inhabitants by the con- 
stant flashes of forked lightning; and the 
alarm was intensified among those who iji 
the streets or roadways witnessed the olee- 
Iric Huid playing about telegraph wires 
which run overhead along the London, 
Chatham and Dover railway line. In sev- 
eral instances horses harnessed to cubs, 
oninibuscH, tranicars, or oilier vehicles, 
stopped suddenly on the roads in South 
London as if blinded by the Hashes of light- 
ning and unable to see their way to get 
along. In tho city proper, crowded as it 
always is at tho hour when the first groat 
peal of thunder was heard, there was a 
great deal of excitement and alarm, and 
men left their offices and came out into tho 
Ktreets in the downpour of rain to see wheth- 
er any buildings in their immediate noigh- 
borhoud hiul been destroyed, so close at 
hand did tho terrible crash aj)pear. 

A correspondent writes: In Blackfriars- 
road the eleclric fluid strucic the t(;legraph 
wires and tore thcin asunder. At the time 
of the discharge the passengers on one of 
the London tramway ears observed a ball of 
fira strike the stones in the roadway op- 
posito Poabody-buildings. A.s the bell 
struck the earth the tire appeared to expand 
and then suddenly disappear. A number 
of persons who witnessed tho phenomenon 
ran to the spot, but there was no sign of 
any disturbance in the roadway. Tlie tole- 
<;raph wires were curled up on each side of 
the roadway, and live wires of the (iverhead 
lines were thrown across Blaekfriars-road. 
Three persons were knocked down, but not 
seriously injured. — Times.
